I have been devoting my time to the study 
and practicability of lighting the city of 
Janesville with the electric light. I have 
corresponded with the Electric Light Com­ 
pany in the Kist, and ascertained the fol­ 
lowing facts: 
First. A machine giving an electric 
light equal to 12,000 gas burners, with 6ix 
electric lamps each (qual to 2,000 gas 
burners, will be furnished at $3,000, set 
up in good runnijg order. The cost cl rue. 
ning will not exceed 20 cents per hour .for 
1,000 burners. 
Second. The power required to run It 
will be about six-horsc power. 
Third. One hail of the light suspended 
one hundred feet above the postoffice, will 
give a light equal to a full moon, sufficient­ 
ly brilliant to read a newspaper, one mile 
away. 
The other half would light up the 
cotton factory equal to daylight, or six 
thousand gas burners. 
Munday nights this 
light can be divided so as to fight up Any 
four churches as brilliantly as the city of 
the new J .-rusalem, in the city of Janesville. 
Ail the most scientific investigators agree 
that the expense of the electrical light 
where coal is cheapest is not more than 
one-third that ol gas light. 
The machine 
generating electricity occupies about one 
yard square of space, consisting of a cylin­ 
der with one or more grooves. Each grove 
has a bobbin which runs id it, and each 
bobbin supplies an electric lamp. 
There 
is no prospect of any material Improvement 
in the machine that generates electricity; 
but we may lock for great and rapid im­ 
provements in the electric lamp, and the 
divisibility ut lights. 
Beard and Rockwell 
tell us that platinum will retied or gener­ 
ate the electric light as well as many other 
non-conductors. I soon expect to see an 
electric lamp constructed of platinum and 
glai I thai will be a perpetual burner with­ 
out consuming. 
If the city will be to a part of the ex­ 
pense the fathers of the cotton factory and 
of the churches unite aud the light will 
come forth.
